genuine Gutenberg prints, and is n marvel 
of the printer's work.

The ink, though four 
hundred years old, and more, is 01 distinct 
as ink could bo, and the paper is still white 
and clear. 
The "register'* is perfect, and 


the appearance of tbe pago surpasses that of 
the best modern books. The work is printed 
in Latin, with A number of curious contract 
symbols in the toit, used (o space the lines 
evenly. Threo diaerent ways of tho letter 
"5"—brond, moderate wide and narrow- 
are example!) of tho cars laVeo in this re- 
spect.
